Wilmington police are seeking a car 
possibly involved in a fatal accident 
Saturday night. 

The accident o¢curred on Main 
Street near Wilmington Builders 
Supply shortly after 7 p.m. A motor- 
cyclist, Donald Boissoneault of 
Woburn, was somehow thrown into 
the path of another car, which ran him 
over. 

Boissoneault, who would have 
celebrated his 23rd birthday on Sun- 
day, was taken to Winchester 
Hospital. He was then transferred to 
Massachusetts General; where he 
died about 10 p.m. 

Officer Joseph Waterhouse said that 
it is possible that there was a third 
vehicle involved.

Wildcats play game of 


It wasn't pretty, but the result was 
there. The Wilmington High School 
baseball team survived six errors and 
a one man gang type performance by 
Bourne High righthander Bob Gen- 
dron to stay alive in the first round of 
Eastern Mass Tourney action last Fri- 
day afternoon on the Cape. 

Gendron displayed a crackling fast- 
ball and a dipping curve in striking out 
16 Wildcats over the nine inning route. 

Gendron did most of his power 
pitching in the early and late frames 
striking out eight Wildcats over the 
first four innings before holding on 
through a middle inning dry spell. His 
teammates weren't much help as they 
committed seven errors to open the 
door just enough for the sluggish Wild- 
cats to sneak through. 

Wilmington righthander Jim 
Stewart was uncharacteristically wild 
as he walked 10 Bourne hitters while 
striking out two. Jim was tough with 
men on base however as he left op- 
posing runners stranded through the 
first five innings when the Wildcats 
built up a 4 - 2 lead and appeared on 
the verge of blowing the less talented 
Bourne team away. It was 6-2 enter- 
ing the Bourne half of the sixth inning 
as the visitors had quieted the home 
crowd. 

After falling behind 2 - 0 in the first 
innings thanks to a pair of walks, a 
single, two stolen bases, and an error 
by shortstop Billy Blaisdell, the Wild- 
cats overcame the tide they had built 
for Bourne with some opportunistic 
offense.

The Town Crier was in error, on 
June 1, when it stajed that William 
Dummer was the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor of the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay when Wilmington became a town. 

Mr. Dummiier's governorship was 
Previous to that date The Lieutencht 
Governor at the time was Jonathan 
Belcher. a Harvard graduate who had 
recently returned from six years in 
Brita. and who was governor for 
only six weeks when Wilmington 
became a town 

Belcher was‘very desirous of retain- 
ing his post 2s Governor. When the 
new town was to be named he could 
think of no way im which to better 


serve himself than to name it for the 
newly created Earl of Wilmington. 

Spencer Compton, Ear! of 
Wilmington, was described as a 
“heavy, plodding fellow, with great 
application, but no talents. His only 
pleasures are money and eating; his 
only knowledge forms and 
precedents.”” 

Another description said he was the 

most formal solemn man in the 
world, but a great lover of private 
debauchery 

When George II became king, in 
1728 he wanted his friend Compton to. 
become the prime minister. Parlia- 
ment refused to do this. Compton had 


been the personal treasurer of George 
while he had been the Prince of 
Wales. So, as a consolation, Compton 
was made Earl of Wilmington by King 
George Il 

Compton became the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, and.at the time 
that Wilmington became a town he 
was the butt of every cartoonist in 
London. They portrayed him as a 
greedy, weak, dull and pompous, a 
blatant libertine. 

Without the fact that there were 
three towns in the colonies named for 
Spencer Compton, Ear! af 
Wilmington, he would have been 
forgotten a long, long time ago.
